Here is a fair expression of the Democratic 
Confederate sentiment at <he South. The

The line is here drawn between the mu- 
tyred South and the tyrant North; and it is 
proclaimed that the South cannot be tortured 
into the confession that secession was a ein. 
This declaration, hurled defiantly at the rep- 
resentatives of the loyal North by sa man 
who, while hugging the Constitation to his 
heart, proposed in the Confederate Senate 
that every Northern soldier found in the 
South should be shot down asa pirate and 
Outlaw, was vociferously applauded by the 
Democrats. Mr. Hm and his associates, 
whose hands are red with the blood of conn- 
trymen of the South and the North shed in 
the “‘unholy war” they so basely precipi- 
tated, make a sorry picture playing the 
part of martyrs. Nor can he excite much 
sympathy for himself and associates by 
claiming that the horrors inflicted upon the 
ugfortanate prisoners at Andersonville were 
but appropriate punishments for the armed 
emissaries of the tyrant North. 

In all the history of the Rebellion, we do 
not think ther® is a parallel for the brazen 
impudence and defiant insolence displayed 
by Bex HAI, of Georgia, in this debate. 
Ten years have passed since the War. In 
that time the Northern people have been 
dealing with these Rebels in a spirit of gen- 
erous liberality. No man has been punished. 
or prosecuted, or hung. All have been ad- 
mitted to suffrage. All but a handful have 
received entire political rehabilitation. Bex 
HL himself sits in Congress through the 
grace and amnesty of the country he be- 
trayed. Nevertheless, the first use he makes 
of his pardon is to basely malign the gener 
ous people of the North, and defiantly pro- 
claim himself a martyr in the immaculate 
cause of secession.

The Jnter-Ocean is publishing, from day 
to day, articles which appeared in Tur Cm 
cago Trrsuns in 1865, eleven years ago, and 
attempting to establish an inconsistency be- 
tween the views of the editor of this paper 
at that time and those now expressed in Tue 
Tame on the subject of the tariff.

On the ober band, the prosecution is con- 
fident of conviction, Ia consideration of McKee’s 
prom nence in the public affaire of the State, 
and his long residence in Missouri. much sym- 
pathy has been aroused in his behalf, and it is 
the opimion that it will need strooger testimony 
in his ease than in any other. He has, in 3 
manner, eeraped the strong pubiic prejudice 
which bas iested like a incubus upon the rest 
of the indicted ringste:s, and, if be shail be 
convicted, it must be upon evidence of the most 
conclusive character. The fact that McKee was 
not a revenue official 8 i doubtless increase the 
difficulty of the Government in making out a- 
case against him. He is indicted under the 
conspiracy clause of the Revenue law. 

THE FOXY MAGUIRE. 

The noxt case after MeKee’s is that of ex- 
Collector Maguire, which is fixed for the 25tb.
